ESTIMATED WORLD REQUIRMENTS OF DANGEROUS 

DRUGS IN 1941 


Statement issued by the Supervisory Body under Article 5 


The Supervisory Body, which was constituted by the International Convention of 1931 for the 
purpose of examining each year the estimates submitted by Governments of their requirements of 
dangerous drugs and preparing a statement of the total world requirements, presents, in the tables 
annexed, a statement of the estimated requirements of each country or territory during 1941. 

In the introduction' to the statement for 1940 (document O.S.B./Statement 1940) the 
Supervisory Body noted that the necessity for a national and international control of drugs is now 
universally recognised, as is shown by the fact that, with few exceptions, all nations are parties 
to the Limitation Convention. 'At the same time, it emphasised that the importance of that 
control is not diminished in war-time; on the contrary, as the experience of the last war showed, it 
is accentuated by the psychological and other conditions created by a state of war which affects 
profoundly not merely the nations engaged in the conflict, but many, if not most, other countries. 

In this connection, the Supervisory Body, in conjunction with the Permanent Central Opium 
Board, addressed the following letter, in May 1940, to the Chairman of the Advisory Committee 
on Traffic in Opium and other Dangerous Drugs, which held its twenty-fifth session from May 13th 
to.iyth^ 1940. 


" Geneva, May loth, 1940. 

"Sir, 

" At meetings held between May 6th and loth, 1940, the Permanent Central Opium 
Board (fortieth session) and the Supervisory Body (seventeenth session) reviewed the working, 
since the outbreak of war in Europe, of the international controLfor which they are responsible. 

" The Supervisory Body recorded that eight months of war have not substantially 
affected the receipt of supplementary estimates, for in that period the Supervisory Body has 
examined more than sixty supplementary estimates involving a total of 10 tons of the more 
important drugs. This shows that Governments which have become familiar with the system 
of estimates and with the purpose which they serve and are also anxious to make certain of 
obtaining the amount of drugs they require are fulfilling their obligations under the 1931 
Convention. 

“ The Peimanent Central Opium Board has taken note -that almost all Governments 
continue to send, as in the past, statistical and other information as required under the 1925 
and 1931 Conventions. Since the war started, information has been received from fifty-six 
countries and in respect of nearly 100 colonies and dependencies. Moreover, the Board has 
expressed its satisfaction at the communications received from a number of Governments 
in reply to a circular letter issued by the Board in October 1939 asldng Governments to 
continue complying with their obligations under the Opium Conventions and sending to the 
Board the statistical and other information without which the international control cannot 
be effective. By declaring that they will continue to send all the information prescribed by 
the 'Conventions as completely and regularly as possible, these Governments have clearly 
indicated their desire that the international control should be maintained in time of war, 

" These results afford a solid basis for the belief that Governments generally appreciate 
the importance of_ maintaining the international and national controls which alone can 
prevent a recurrence of the increase in drug addiction and smuggling which occurred during 
and after the war of 1914-1918, 
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. " This subject wll no doubt be engaging the close attention of the Advisory Committee’ 
on Traffic m Opium and other Dangerous Drugs dming its sessioh next week. The Permanent 
Central Opium Board the Supervisory. Body desire to bring the above circumstances 
to the knowledge pf the Advisory Committee, vrhirh will doubtless wish to exercise its influence 
with Governments so that they may ensure, in time of war, the .working'of the national and 
international control established by the Opium Conventions.

Die Supervisory Body is glad to note tliat more and more Governments are adopting the 
practice which it recommended in the Statement for 1937 of leaving headings IV and.V blank 
in the original estimates and sending a supplementarj' estimate after the end. of the year when 
the stocks then in hand have been ascertained.

Since the issue in November 1939 of its Statement containing the estimates for 1940^ the 
Supearvdsory Body has received and dealt with forty-one supplementary estimates for that year. 
By supplementarj' estimates, the totals of the estimates for 1940 of the five principal drugs were 
increased by the following quantitie;: morphine 5 315 kg., diacetylraor-phine 116 kg., cocaine 
933 kg., methylmorphine (codeine) 3 715 kg., and ethylmorphine (dionine) 624 kg'. 

Ihe circumstances of the time make the system of supplementary estimates especially 
important, as Governments seek'to adjust their original estimates to changing conditions! It is 
essential, if the system is to work satisfactorily, that the supplementary estimates should: (fl) be 
accompanied by full explanations of the circumstances which make them necessary'; (J) indicate 
precisely the particular headings (consumption, conversion, stocks) under which an alteration 
of the original estimate is desired.
